foreign (foods of the same kind might be 
pouretl so fast into the home nuvrket, u 
to deprive all at once mauy thousands nf 
our people of their ordinary employment 
and mean a of subsistence." Such was the 
principle laid down by that high autlioritv, 
and it is so reasonable in itself that I do 
not cou eive much ubjectiun can be mrnle 
to it. Wilh respect to torn, if il has been 
the eflfcel of your regulations to cause the 
cultivation of certain lands, and llie em- 
ploymcnl of labour o u ||, eLn w |,i c lt ought 
not to havs been so employed, then a 
chrinjre in tlinse regulations should he gra- 
dual rather thin certain, mid protection of 
some kind shonM be gi ven n those of vour 
own people who are so situiitet!. 1 cannot 
now say what the limits of that protection 
should he; but if it ahutilil he found, on 
discussing tl..' subject in committee, that 
the undue burdens of the agriculturists arc 
considerable, let the protection he made 
propurtionntc. If there are no inch bur- 
dens, or if they be trifling, let the protect- 
ing duty be regidnted accordingly. But 
the tlovernmeut, in proposing tto p| ; 
now before us, hove Laid, down a principle 
which i* fur innre doubt fid though it is a 
principle nhieli has, indeed, been sane 
tioned by one grcnt writer (Mr. Mnlthus), 
ami acted upou by the legislature on fur- 
mcr oecaMoui — nawtdy, that you ought to 
make lllis country independent of foreign 
llltiuiis, That is tlie principle on wh. h 
the eiisthlj; laiv and the proposition of the 
right boo. (renllommi opposite are framed, 
and which tend) to prevent, by prohibitory 
duties, other nations from aeiuliug food into 
this eountrv. 1 confess Ihut, Blthougli 
that principle might be an excellent 
for Biuiir reimle and sequestered state 
such ns the city of Me.vicu, which ii said 
lo lum mi cnminunicalion with the rest 
of tmii kiu J, 1 cannot see how il it uppli- 
cabta In lllis great eommereial counlry. 
fl'heers.). Supprisius It tn be desirable, 
in what manner could you establish sucli 
independence, llccollt ct I hat, even witli 
respect to corn, yuu are uot now iiidepen- 
deiit uf foreign nations. The right Aon. 
gentleman stated tho other night that for 
four years we tod on an average imported

depend cut on foreign countries for Iheir 
amiial supply of find. But wilh respect 
lo other commodities, likewise, we are 
dependent. The employment, and there- 
fore, ihe aubsistencc, uf those wlu ore 
nijrsEred in manufactures, it aa much 
dependent on the aujljilv of the raw mate- 
rial t'rom foreign coiiuitica, ns on ibe lop- 
ply nf food itself, (I'hecrs.) If the supply 
of cotton from Atnerica, or of rornun 
wool, or foreign silk were en lire ly stopped, 
I believe 1 do not c*ag£erute in saving, 
tliat no less than five millions of vour

and nieiiiia nf iLihsiatence. Tiiere lutie 
bt'en for four yenrs, uii^cr (his law, which 
goes on tho prm:>i|>id of rnflkiuglhis eountrv 
independent of iuh ,L r countries, seieu uiil- 
lions of your people dependent upon 
foreijrncrs — seven millions nf people acting 
a-taiiist the principle of iiulepeuilence on 
foreipji ciiunlries, ami enisling in ttclinnce 
and Llcs}iile of that principle. 1 think, 
still further, the very mean>, Ijv which ynn 
atteiu|it to make this cuuntry indepeiuinit 
of liireijrn anpplies of food hive Jailed, and 
necessarily mutt fail. (Hear, hem.) The 
ciiliseiineuce is pointed out in a report 
of a committee of llfl'l, said to hs>C 
been written by Mr. Huskiason, The 
cnnserpieuce is, tliat while you raise the 
price ol food in tllis coillltrj- beyond the 
jirice of continental rrjiinlrie., you do for 
a time (*ivc a stimulus lo agriculture, lint 
that stiiiiulus in favourable seasons pto- 
tluees n ghil, ami an impoasilijtity of dis- 
posing ot' the produce . In that way there 
was agricultural distress ill those yonrs to 
winch the rij^lit hoiioursbh geiitloni.iii re- 
lerred as years doling which the country 
completely fediturll, Thoae yeira ynn will 
find by the king's "speeches, by the ap- 
pointment of committees, anil bv speeches 
111 this house, were years in which there 
was a constant complaint of agricultural 
distress. {Hear, hear.) That complaint 
was rustic because there was no outlet for 
(ho production which was forced by Ihe 
oils ling law. What followed ! There was 
oat orally a chrck lo tliat production, ,„,d 
when yuu came to uufnvuur&bjc seasons 
yon then found that ynu had not the quan- 
tity of I'ond necessary for your supply, and 
you were obliged to make largo iroporln- 
tions. So that your abject his been en- 
tirely defeated, The very law made for 
the purpose is found to he uf no use, but 
tends rather the oilier way, and in no res- 
pect secures that constant supply of 
linuie-gruwii food which you contend is 
desirable, The only casa in which I 
cm couceire inch nil object to be wished 
for ii the ease of war with foreign powers. 
But, sir, I cannot conceive a time of wnr 
more dangerous than that which took 
place in our struggle with Napoleon. Even 
then there were at one time two millions 
of ipinrtcn of corn imported in a eingls 
year. That im portal ion was greatly di- 
minished in subsequent years, but still 
tliia country did then import roru, the 
law and the pri c being such as not to 
prevent importation. During a period of 
a r ar, we were dc;>eudont on foreiguors. for 
a great part ot our supplies. Is there nuv 
chance or probability of VOtlt having a 
greater danger lo contend with than you 
then hatt ' (Cheers.) Whatever the 
danger may be, it will still apply to the 
materials of your commerce anil ronnu- 
fiietures, whatever may happen wilh res- 
pect to food : bill I do not think you would 
run that danger, because 1 cannot ronerive 
thai there would not he some parti of the 
world from which you might obtain sup- 
plies. Therefore, 1 say the remedv should 
be ipiile the leverae lit' that proposed tn 
the house. The remedy proposed, accord- 
ing to the argument of the light bttsl. 
gentleman, is, to endeavour as much as 
[Kisfiililc lo uruU'Ct native production, ami 
to make iin'h a law that you iliall nerer 
have a supply cicccpl from the northern 
pnrlt of fcurufic. (HeaT, hear.) Tlie 
right honourable ejeiitlcniau in his argu- 
ment said, that we should have corn from 
countries nearly in the same latitude— 
(hear, hear) — lint their aeaaoita would 
nearly resein hie ou r own, and h therefo re, when 
liiey tot] abundance we should have ahuti- 
dauco. when they hail scarcity we should 
birrc scarcity. Hat all lh.it argnutcni weul 
on llie aupposition that you were to make a 
law such a* tho pr. seul law, which cou- 
litiei the supply of foreign com to (Ar- 
ticular times anil particular countries — ■ 
(cheers from the ijppoaitkui) — which does 
uot seek n reined y for rxtstnig evil" by 
living open the market of Kugland nt nil 
times and fo all the world. Thsl, I say, 
is tlie lair noieilr. ^rhecrs.) Not to 
restrict or shut the supply — not to endea- 
vour to confine yourself to Ihe production 
of one country ; hut to tovu corn not only 
from the countries uf northern Europe, 
but from the UlaeL Sea and front Ame- 
rica. Let your commerce in grain, like 
all yuur commerce, stretch ill arms over 
the whole world— (cheers)— and then 
rely freelv and entirely on il* operalioi, 
of that commerce fur those supplies of

duty. In opposing tlie sliding scale, the 
first objection t take lo il is, that high 
prohibitory dutiea always form purl of lie 
scale. 1 conli understand a scale of which 
the highest term wis Ills, or 12s. and 
which then descended In Is., 'Js. or Is. ; 
but 1 find that whenever llie nodi! honour- 
able gentleman speaks of a sliding settle 
it always includes a prohibitory doty. 
( Dear.) Let us see what is the lirst duty 
"f his scale;— ibe first duty is when the 
price ol corn is uudur .Ms. n duty of -*-s. 
1 wish first lo show thst Hint duly is pro- 
hibitory. (Hcnr, hear.) 1 litive" looked 
over the pipers which coutiin ihe Intcsl 
Inform Minn. I mean those presented by 
the rlgfc^ honourable gentleman the vicc- 
prcsiilont of tin board of traile. In those 
psjters, we have, first, the cutnuls' retnmi, 
made ii)i from papers presented to parlia- 
ment las* year. vVe have ncit tho result 
of inquiries made, by the direction of the 
pTpacnt government, by a gentleman who 
was sent c\picssly for llie purpnse to (he 
in. rib of Europr. He seems to hare hud 
cmmuunifLatioii not only with official |icr- 
sons, hut with several nterchanls on whom 
he stales, ho could entirely depend. Well p 
I was sur ri ed at tint, 'in the course of 
the right honourable senileiuiui's speech, 
thut, having collected this iiitbrinaliuu, he 
did not seem to make much use of it for 
his argument — (cheers)— but when I 
entne io look al the papers in> sell', my 
surprise altogether ueased, and I only 
found in ihe in another proof of the dis- 
cretion of the right honourable gentleman. 
(Londrhcers.) In the consuls' returns, 
Ibe prices of wheat a 1 Uantssic, Stettin, and 
other places, are given, wilh the charges 
ol' exportation. It appears from ihcse, 
tbJC nt Dantde for enomple, when the 
driginal price Is Htntcd at 3S*. a sum ol 
about ID*.

Therefore, with respect tu 
this luw, it is all the sa ne living wfirn you 
s iy (hat (here is to be i duty of L'lis and 
then one of I'>a., ind then three terms 
rlu ring which it stoll continue Iris., in all 
these cases it is clear that the duty is ity, 
lirely prohibitory, 'When the price ranges 
from :'ij s . lo jiis,, Ihe prirs- which the 
right hou. barnuet says would please him 
lo see com ul— wh«.|i il is nt thill ih enured 
itlirl chosen pricCi nobody can tell why — 
there is to be a probrbiiury duty" on, 
foreign com. The right lion, gentleman 
said, niirj said inns/ truly, that he thought i 
'Jtls. tpiilo sufiicient. (toughler.) No 
doubt he was perfectly right. Those 
{Iiities which we have under the preseui 
law of -be*., mid even 17s., as il was in 
one year when corn was ,1!Js., ate do much 
odium unnecessarily incurred. (Hear, 
hear.) I agree in Uiat entirely. I 
think it would have been far beticr, in 
I H-'H, to tiave said, with the right hon. 
gentleman, "Twenty shilliutrs duty will 
exetmle foreign com, and you don't want 
to carry any* Inn:: siroiijrorihm will keep 
com out. You have no ncoil tnputonilon 
plates and additional locks, if [he door 
which I gavo you be strung enough for 

Eour pur]*>Bi,'' If sueh a proposition 
mi been adopted, It would then have 
made tilt law a little more plausible. Bui 
I hoj>c we are come to n period when the 
ipie^liuti is of some greater change than 
one which would make the law look a little 
loss exclusive, and ii] spear less odious to 
the country, without giving any real re- 
lavation, (Cheers-} I have mentioned 
the pricea at Dantzic and Odessa. 1 have 
seen it stated by a gentleman who, from 
his apeeches at nuti-coru-lnw meetings, 
appears to be well informed with respect 
to America, that the price of corn from 
America in Liverpool would average, ins. 
lo 17s which, with the duly, would he 
b'Ss. ; therefore, wilh respect to American, 
ns well ss other com, that duty would to 
prohibitory. I cannot soy, cortsinly, at 
what nmuunt the duly would cease to be 
pr .hlhjtary ; but according to the state- 
ment of the right hon. gentleman, I do 
not think corn could be imported nt tho 
present price, GLs. It might, perhaps, 
come in at about (i-'s. Prom bZi. up- 
wards, aa the price rose, n supply might 
come in i but tip to that poiut, whether 
it he G£s, or oris., you wouhl have a pro- 
hibitory duly. I need not say that a pro- 
hibitory duly of itaolf is contrary tq all Ihe 
principles dI trade, 1 do not say of free 
trade, but of all trade. \ merchant will 
bring articles from foreign countries, if he 
knows that he cati oblaia for thorn a re- 
muner.itiiig price: but if, after incurring 
great ci|ieiiie, and making himself liable 
to a large sum lor them, lie finds, on 
bringing Ihvm over, a prohibitory duty 
stiire him in the lave, anil lie ia pre- 
vented from taking his goods oul of bis 
warehouse, he wilt abandon a trade which 
is liable to such insuperable objection and ] 
impediments. Therefore, n siidiug scale 
sib ' 



embracing a prohibitory duly, is, in the 
first place, entirely, and essentially inimical 
lo trade. (Hear") It seems that when 
you dn ndmll foreign corn, there is in un- 
necessary advantage given. Suppose it 
comes in at 6'Js., that price enables the 
merchant lo pay Its. duty, when the 
price is ti.ls- ito duty La H,. ; and you give 
him a bonus eipial to Ihe difference, where 
there ia no advantage tu the public. What 
has been the consequence of the fluctuating 
duty during the Inst year ' It has been 
very well slaled in Iwo pamphlets written 
on the subject by Mr. Hubbard ami Mr. 
tirer. Due shows that ou Mie ith July 
last," the price of Pant tie corn in lxmd was 
^Isa. It might have been admitted at Wis. 
with an Hs. duty, Jt was not ad- 
mitted ; and on the ith August, the price 
turi liara to u'Us. a quarter. You si ill dul 
nut admit it ; your law gave the specu- 
lator Ttasnii io believe that ho suuld 
obtnin a belter price : and iu two monllis, 
that ia, in Ihe beginning of September, the 
same com wna aold for 7Us. nunarler, being 
an addition of 33*, a quarter to the price. 
The law gave thlt benefit, uot to the Kng- 
lisb fanner or English landowner, but to 
the I'lretgu speculator, without any advan- 
tage to the public whatever. (Hear, hear.) 
If yo'i ! i , a lower duty, you might have 
secured an advantage both to Use revenue 
and the consumer. Mr, Greg states — but 
I think his calculation cuiggeralcd— that 
the money uselessly mid to tlie huldeta of 
foieigircU f« J U ,"K>.msn quarters, 
amounted to not less (ban £fi,tMHI,IXHi. 
1 think that an oyer estimate, but J thiuk 
that not loss than three or four millions 
have been uiiticcvsui ily paid iu order <o 
obtain ihe hrueSlt of the sliding scale — a 
sum entirely lost to the public for the sake 
of llial htiuiitable iaveutmu. (Cheers and 



laughter.) I have reavirtd, another state- 
ment, which shows inothir :i,l hi that 
scale. You say 1 you will take the price 
nccortling lo averages, aa before. The 
right hon. gentleman says, I do not any 
whether wisely or not, that he does nut 
propose to alter the system nf averages, 
but they are to he talun much in 
the same way si heretofore, and 
therefore liable to the same faults, 
Now take the averages as you may, there 
is a defect inherent in Ibem. Tiny do 
not tell von the quality of the com. 
(Hear.) Ihirhig tho preaent year it hap- 
pened that n grout portion of the com was 
much damaged. Nome people well ac- 
quainted with agriculture thought that 
one-fifth of llie whole crop was damaged, 
aotl there was, therefore, a great loweruig 
iu the average price of corn, ffot did 
the people get their bread cheaper? No, 
the apparent cheanneas was not chonnne ji 
to the consumer, tor to paid as much for 
liis bread as when the averages were 
higher. Tula his been mane out clearly 
by a gentleman who hai sent me the 
figures. He shows, that in January, 11*41. 
rhe average price of wheat was ell. 3d. 
In I Mi. It was likewise tils. 3d* You 
would, therefore, say that, with pnciaclv 
tlie same aicrture and tlie same duty, th'e 
people obtained their bread It the time 
price. Far Iroin it. The prxot of Hit 
brat town-made Hour, during ito int four 
weeks uf 1811, was o. r rs, per sack, ami 
during till' first four wceVs of Ola. 
per aack— making n difference of no leas 
tlisn Os, in the sack of flour flrom which 
bread is tunje ; while the averages hare 
not altered u jot, nor the duty varied a 
shilling. (Hear, hear.) This ia a defect 
nhicb yon ranuot gel rid of by changing 
the system of uveruges twenty -tunes over, 
nor by introducing 150 mere towns titan 
arc now proposed to he introduced. It 
is a fault which, by keeping qp a 
high duty, makes the labourer of 
this country pay a high price for 
hits lire ail, ant! evclutlei foreign corn, 
upon a false assumption that the price of 
corn in the Uuglish market is lower than 
it really is. Tlnre is auollier defect 
which ia liknwise inherent in this scale, ur 
iu any scale, that it compels yon to seek 
foreign com at particular times', and when 
you arc unable to pay for il Willi other 
articles in the regular way of trade, You 
have a prohibitory duty for two or three 
years, ami then just after a harvest — the 
juice rising iu August, and the averages 
getting up— -you find that a Inrgc supply 
will be require^. The price rose rapidly, 
as 1 have shown you, iu one case 33a, a 
quarter in two months. Many millions 
mint he paid, and you have no means of 
meeting that demand by sending nut 
goods, because you tove no regular trade. 
You are obliged to send gold from your 
slnck of Lull iun to pay for the corn. 
(Hear, hear.) Your Itank of England 
llicu luiturally and inevitnbly contracts its 
issues. If it did not, its notes would nuine 
hack, requiring more gold. Thai con- 
traction is made nt n lime when the com- 
mercial world is in n stale uf enih.irras- 
nicnt — when manufactured ought, to be 
eiiiibleil io give oinploymriit lo their ar- 
Liznns, and when those artisan* are paving 
n higher price for their or tick's of subsis- 
tence. Tliat cannot be wholly prevenled 
by the freest syslem in tlie world. If you 
were getting supplies from all quarters 
nf the world it would not prevent ymia- 
lioni ha prire — it would nut prevent com 
being much dearer in some seasons 
than others. I admit that to you. 
1 do not tell you that you cau 
always have a perfectly steady' price of 
corn i hut I do say, and I do ask of vou 
— if there he diHiruliics which nature hns 
placed In our way — that you will n it tn - 
sggerale those diiHcultios' by bad legisla- 
tion. 1)0 not yon heap Cliibnrrnismrnl 
upon embarrassment j do not you put dif- 
ficulty upon difficulty. That] at least, 1 
Ihink, should not be the object of your 
legislation. The general welfare tliat 
ought t« to sought for is totally incom- 
patible nillt prohibition ai one moment 
and free ndnvissiou at another. Then, 
with respect to the fraud, 1 any that I can- 
not think wilh Ihe right h.moumhlc gentle- 
man that it id of little consequence, or that 
there have not been very aonoua frauds nt 
imr/tkuhir times, and that ihercwill nut he 
very serious frauds even still under his 
scale of duties, (llenr, hear, hear.) Put 
it aa you may, a rise of price ia ficrom- 

Eauied by a lowering of the duty, and AS 
mg as thst continues, you must look to 
see the conseuiicncea of that temptation 
which you offered, and that every oue 
knows has been acted upon. In the year 
1 K3u, I think a committee of thia house 
investigated and e*|>o*ed the frauds com- 
mitted with respect to the average*, Tb*t 
committee devised, aa tliey conceived, a 
remedy for this fraud. Vou find the same 
frauds were committed last year. In the 
years IMS and 1 838, frauds existed . and 
an instance of this was, thai in oue market 
the price nf corn differed lo the client of 
nine ihillings in a single week. Tliat, 
at least, must be admitted, is a 
had syslem of Law which gives encourage- 
ment to fraud and to gambling specu- 
lations ; and that, ton, where you ought to 
have an honeit and a wholesome trade. 
(Hear, heir.) Now, if I were to si ale all 
the defecla in the sliding scale — and there 
are many more alill behind — I think the 
most serious is that which I have touched 
ujiriu before, unuiely, that it confines the 
supply of thia country with cam to the 
north of Europe- You have here, you 
Hud, a deficient harvest ■ there is then a 
high price for corn, and you ars obliged to 
•cud, at you did last yrar, orders for corn 
to be shipped at DauLiic— to he shipped 
at all the porta connuuuiflitiug wilh us iu 
the Baltic. They take advantage of the 
low duty. That corn enmos in, and you 
have tn remain aatisficd with the *upp(y 
which is only given lo yon at a high price, 
lint then suppose a merchant were to say, 
the price of corn is now high- — the duty is 
low — I know markets in North America 
in which there is an abundant supply of 
corn, and from iiliio.li llie eurn ran be 
■hipped here, ilul if the merchant does 
send his orders, by the time the cargo ar- 
rives the prohibitory duties stand in tho 
way — the price has fallen— the duty is 
high: and llicu. perhatu, to rimbj that tor 
iwo or thrre; years hit cargo remains on 
his hands, ami to is a loser by th e trau- 
sactiou. (Hear, hear). Tliat must be • 
defect iu any law which doci net permii 
yuu to go te all tin- mnrlcis thnt wdl ileal 
with you i and, above nil, that will uoi 
permit yon to go to such a country as the 
buited States of America. (Hear, bear.) 
Indeed, with respect to the condition 
of trade ilself, it seems lu me tint hi 
the present stale of the world (here is 
nothing more important lor vou, than that 
vou should seek to cuhivate, to regain, 
itud improve your trade with tin markets 
ot'Ameriea-withi 1 ur, Ihe iwarbrt* of 
the UniltuI Statoi out the Brazils. It is 
moat important fiw ytfa to look lo litis ;

kets, fty adoptkg * proper rule, the 
known rule of common sejisr, vou will 
retain, improve, and enlarge, to an uliunat 
indefinite ealtul, juui trade wilh those 



markets. But no t you say we must legis- 
late upon this matter. But then our 
legislation is not to do good, while our 
former legislation was bad-we must make 
a new contrivance, and by thai euutrivnnco 
we shut ihe doors sgainst the Lulled 
ritates of America, and refuse tn admit 
iheir produce into our markets. (Cheers.) 
I hive here goi n statement which 1 hive 
taken from Mr. Buckingtom'a work ou 
America,. It gives an eitnct from a report 
ol one of the Statca of the lUtou — that of 
Xew York— witli regard to the extent of 
territory, and the produce frusn it in thai 
country, which I hope the house will ex- 
cuse me for reading, because it ii of so 
much imiioriance: — " The western tcrmi- 
naliou of also Erie canal louka out upon 
ijikc Erie, Ihe most souther! v mid ecu I rid 
of that grent chain of navigable lakes, 
which stretches far into tho interior from 
our western boundary. Around these 
inland seas a cluster ot five great slates is 
rapidly rising. The territory which they 
comprise, and which is to Income Iri- 
butory to the canal, embraces thut great 
area, extending from the lakrs on the 
north to tlie Ohio on ihe south, mid 
from the western confines of this state 
lo the Upper Mississippi, containing

times as large aa that part of the sttite ot' 
Now York west of thecountiy of Oneida 
— nearly twice an large as the kingdom of 
Franc*, and about six times at extensive 
a* the whole of England. It ootitains 
ltlll,lrf>f),mi(J of acres of limbic laud, a large 

Eortiau of which is of surpassing fertility, 
ullie brief periud of twenty-ouc jenrs, 
such tins been the influx of pojutlnliou 
into this great district, that Ohio, the 
eldest mem her iu this brotherhood of na- 
tions, now numhers 1,![H>,()IIU inhabitants. 
Indiana upwarda of ijUii.tlUti. Illinois nnd 
Michigan (both of whom have urgnnised 
their governments, anil come into tho 
UiiiLiu), 71 II I, HUt); while west of Lake 
Michigan, nut only is Wiscousiu rapidly 
ruing, but even beyond the upper Missis- 
sippi, 3il,!!W) ritiaeiis have already laid the 
foundations of yet mother slate. Such is 
the outward march of this puptilalii n, that 
the amount of its annual increase alune ex- 
ceeds in number the white inhabitants of 
ten of the states in the t'ninn. Tlie 
population nlready embraced within (he 
district in question falls shurt of lluee 
millions, and if tto same rite of prugrcss 
shall be maintained for the twelve yrars 
nest to L-nuic, by lriofl it will exceed sbt 
millions," There, then, you have tl nu 
grrat population with whom you ini^jbt 
carry on a most pruti table trade. Yon 
tova thorn placed in a fertile district, and 
yet removed at such a diatnuce from this 
eountrv, that, us it waa statu! by Mr. 
Gtirlia,' from tits, to 17s. tlie quarter 
mult he the price til' the uheat. sent from 
thorn here. They coubl not, then, lie such 
competitor! Ibat the riugliah farmers 
shoulii fear to meet llicni, and yet they 
could become grent consumers of your 
uiniitlfaetures. 1 cannot but believe that 
sis' millions uf lmople inhabiting that 
fort lie district would prefer tho conti- 
nuance of agriculture ratlier thnn abandon 
audi au occupation to devote themselves 
to ntonulacture. (Ilctir, hear,) They 
would be glad lo receive your manufacture's 
ill exchange for the food which they scut 
yon. There are not enough ol' manu- 
factures in the United Stales. It is nut 
possible to say how long you might con- 
tinue m tuvniah iheir increasing populwinn 
with them, and you might, it is up 
parent, commouce wilh them a cnniinoi'oe 
of Ihe roost extensive, a commerce, 
ton, of llie must useful kiuJ. f I tear, 
hear.) Doing lliia, you would be tcediu^ 
the people, ami giving them employ ineJit. 
Doing this, you might see in (tout* years 
those who nre now in a horrible jtnlc ot 
destitution, coniforLiblr ond independent, 
living ou tlie fruits of Ihc labour, and 
consuming ihe prodncc of a distant 
country. Where, then, this much can he 
done, are yon to say, "We have in our 
hn ida the legislation of the country i it 
ia in our bunds, and we mean lo use it tu 
slop trade — tu forbid the attainment of 
human health and human happiness, and 
it is ho--ause we have the power, we un- 
dertake to place harriers against them." 
(Uiccrs.) Such is the efiucl, such the 
inevitable consequence, of your sliding 
scale. Y'ou prevent a profitable commerce 
with America. As long as there is un- 
certainty iu the trade, as the meiehaiit 
had that fear before his eyes, he would be 
unwilling to enter upon this, which he 
would consider as ■ gambling speculation, 
as a species of trade that it would U- 
much better not to enter upon. (Hear.) 
You haee, tlien, here n new contrivance, 
and I win glad (0 find that the right ho- 
nourahle baronet hesitated as to the final 
adoption of it. You hare here a con- 
trivance to put a new obstacle ou the im- 
purt of corn. It ia not, to be aurc, to be 
done by the slitliug scale ; but by n ttaed 
duty it is proposed to ntld to that re- 
striction which the sliding scale imposes i 
toT the most natural course tor the 
corn which came from the wet tern 
stutrs would coinr by the caiiul and St. 
Lawrence lo this country. I trust that 
the right honourable gentleman will hesi- 
tate as to thia part of the bill, lint then, 
without looking to that additional ohataclv 
it cannot but be regarded ns monstrous 
legislation, that which prohibits a corn 
ITiidt— that you shnuld Jo that by which 
vou shall not be able to say lo the inha- 
bitants on ihc coasts of the Ithnk e*a, ami 
the inhabitants ot' America, that there 
shall he a free trade allowed far their pro- 
duce, aa in other pan' of the world, 
(Hear).

Observe, 
thst it yuu have s trade in com w|i.h A- 
tncrico, it is not like Ihc eountriea from 
which we may now expect a supply nearly 
in the same latitude, and subjecl to the 
same climate as our own- lu a corn 
counlry, extending from 30 to l.t degrees 
north latitude, it often bappena, ami I 
believe it did happen last ycur, that whilo 
there wna a wet aummrr heir, and the 
harvest had been much injured, there was 
great dryurss in that part of Ibe globe. 
(Hear, hear.) You would not thru, hnve 
that objection in your way, if you had n 
moderate flxcdduly. Youwould hale nor 
choice from different climates. You linvc 
tiuttosay theword. ami you can accomplish 
in ucb good . The more you co ii h ider t he in I c- 
reat of trade, the more you regard the value 
of eoiiiuicree, tto more imtioi lance yt;u at- 
tach lo the deductions of science, the 
■sari you appreciate the lessons taught 
you by experience, the more disposed will 
ynn be tu yield tu the ptlitiotia of your 
lei low-au bjecti and suffering countrymen. 
You have but to do this, aud llie produce 
of ihc world is open to you, mid you need 
uot fear from Ihc ireqneui occurrences ul 
tuuering, nor an interruption in your 
trade. (Hear, heat ) lle|ieiid upon it, if 
you are for univeml comiurrce, and il you 
are for the prolretion of national intere-Ei
